The 42 hours of instruction can be 
conducted as an inservice workshop, 
a campus course or an extension 
class. Successful formats include: 

1 Nine days of instruction with 
4 to 5 hours each day 

2 Five Friday evening and all-day 
Saturday sessions 

3 Twelve to fourteen daily sessions 
each 2Vi hours 

The program requires an instructor 
who has studied the program 
thoroughly and follows the procedures 
precisely. 



Active Involvement 

Each teaching strategy is learned 
in five steps 

1 Tlie skill is introduced with the 
leader playing the role of a 
classroom teacher and the 
participants as students 

2 The theor, of the skill is presented 

3 Each component of the skill is 
Simulated in small groups 

4 Each skill is nracticed in a

5 Each teacher uses the skill in his 
own subject area 

Ten Years of Research 

W?^ys teacho J could assist 
students to think at higher levels 
were studied for more than 10 years 
by the late Dr. Hilda Taba at 
San Francisco State College. Tapes 
of classroom discussions involving 
thousands of chiloien were analyzed 
to discover which teaching techniques 
produced what results and why. 
Dr. Taba identified three relevant 
"thinking tasks " 

1 Forming concepts by grouping and 
classifying inf^-mation 

2 Interpreting data by making 
generalizations and inferences 

3 Applying known facts and ideas 
to new Situations
